REGISTRATION  OF  FEEDS 

Manufacturers,  jobbers  or  individuals  outside  the 
State  who  ship  concentrated  commercial  feeding 
stuffs  into  Connecticut  are  expected  to  register  the 
brands  so  shipped  and  to  pay  the  necessary  fees 
thereon,  and  they  generally  do  so.  However,  under 
the  provisions  of  our  law,  if  manufacturers  or 
others  outside  the  State  neglect  or  refuse  to  register, 
the  local  dealer  who  handles  such  feeds  is  responsible 
for  such  registrations,  registration  fees  and  other 
legal  requirements. 

In  the  course  of  trade,  feeds  manufactured  in 
another  State  frequently  pass  through  the  hands  of 
several  middlemen,  none  of  whom  is  within  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  our  law,  before  they  reach 
the  local  distributor.  This  Station  makes  reasonable 
investigation  to  find  out  the  source  of  shipment  of 
feeds  found  to  be  unregistered,  but  the  law  imposes 
no  obligation  upon  it  to  do  so.  It  is  the  plain  duty 
therefore  of  local  dealers  who  purchase  feed  for 
resale  and  distribution  to  assure  themselves  that  the 
brands  they  purchase  are  registered,  or  else  be  pre- 
pared to  assume  that  responsibility  themselves. 


GROWTH  OF  FEED  INSPECTION  IN  CONNECTICUT 

Although  the  chief  business  of  the  Station  at  the  time  of  its 
foundation  was  the  examination  of  fertihzers,  the  composition  of 
fodder  materials  has  always  been  given  considerable  attention.  In 
the  first  report  of  the  Station  as  a  State  institution,  1877,  it  appears 
that  only  nine  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  were  examined,  but 
increasing  attention  was  given  to  this  subject  in  the  years  that 
followed.  An  exhaustive  compilation  of  analyses  of  American 
feeding  stuffs  based  upon  the  most  reliable  infonnation  then  avail- 
able was  prepared  by  the  Station  and  published  by  the  Office  of 
Experiment  Stations  in  May,  1891.  In  1899  the  legislature  passed 
a  law  regulating  the  sale  of  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuffs. 
This  made  it  the  duty  of  the  Dairy  Commissioner  to  enforce  the 
act  and  authorized  the  Station  to  collect  samples  annually,  analyze 
them  and  publish  a  report  thereon.  No  registration  was  required 
and  no  fees  or  taxes  were  imposed.  Under  this  plan,  and  until 
1924,  approximately  200  samples  were  examined  each  year.  In 
1925  the  law  was  revised  to  require  an  annual  registration  of  all 
brands  of  concentrated  commercial  feeds  offered  for  sale  in  the 
State.  A  fee  of  $15  was  imposed  for  each  brand  registered  and  no 
further  fees  or  taxes  were  required.  As  before,  the  Station  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  law  in  regard  to  the 
business  of  registrations,  inspection,  analysis  of  samples  and  publi- 
cation of  results.  The  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner  is  responsi- 
ble for  bringing  about  corrective  action  in  cases  of  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  act. 

Under  the  amended  law  the  number  of  official  samples  examined 
increased  to  488  in  1925  and  in  the  year  just  closed,  1930,  the 
number  was  still  further  increased  to  almost  700.  In  addition  to 
samples  examined  for  purposes  of  official  inspection  a  considerable 
num.ber  of  samples  is  submitted  by  purchasers  and  others  for 
chemical  or  microscopical  examinations,  so  that  the  total  for  all 
samples  in  this  department  of  work  during  the  past  year  is  nearly 
1,000. 

This  substantial  increase  in  required  work  has  necessitated  a 
modification  in  the  inspection  program.  As  heretofore,  most  of 
the  sampling  is  done  in  the  early  fall  months,  but  a  spring  inspec- 
tion is  also  necessary  in  order  to  secure  samples  of  certain  types 
of  poultry  feeds,  which  are  not  available  later  in  the  year.  It 
should  be  noted  that  this  work  must  be  coordinated   with  that

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required  by  three  other  major  inspections,  that  is,  fertilizers,  food 
and  drugs,  and  with  other  miscellaneous  work,  all  of  which  is 
carried  on  in  the  same  department  and  by  the  same  staff. 


THE  FEED  LAW 

The  text  of  the  law  relating  to  concentrated  commercial  feeding 
stuffs  and  of  regulations  made  jointly  by  the  Dairy  and  Food 
Commissioner  and  the  Director  of  this  Station  for  carrying  out 
its  provisions,  are  given  in  a  special  bulletin.  No.  60.^ 

Some  essential  provisions  of  the  law  and  the  regulations  may  be 
briefly  restated  here. 

Exemptions.  It  is  held  that  the  law  exempts  from  classification 
as  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuffs,  and  therefore  from 
registration,  (1)  roughages  such  as  hays,  straws,  corn  stover, 
ensilage  and  all  materials  containing  more  than  60  per  cent  of 
water;  (2)  whole  grains  and  mixtures  thereof;  (3)  meals  made 
from  whole  grains  when  not  mixed  with  other  materials  or  with 
each  other;  (4)  feed  ground  from  whole  grains  and  sold  by  the 
manufacturer  directly  to  the  consumer;  (5)  feed  ground  from 
materials  furnished  by  the  consumer;  or  (6)  feed  mixed  accord- 
ing to  a  formula  furnished  by  the  consumer,  for  his  own  use. 

Under  the  provision  of  clause  6  above,  a  feed  must  be  sold  as  a 
formula  only,  without  a  private  brand  name  and  without  analysis. 
But  a  feed  cannot  be  offered  for  general  trade  as  a  formula  in 
order  to  avoid  registration  and  the  registration  fee. 

Labelling.  All  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuffs  must  be 
labelled  either  by  a  statement  printed  on  the  bag  or  upon  a  properly 
attached  tag;  except  that  in  the  case  of  cotton  seed  meal  sold  for 
fertilizer,  or  of  any  concentrated  feeding  stuff  sold  in  bulk,  a 
certificate,  which  shall  contain  the  information  otherwise  required 
to  appear  upon  the  bag  or  upon  the  tag,  may  be  issued  by  the 
dealer  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  law  requires  a  statement  of  ( 1 )  the  net  weight  of  the  feed 
contained  in  the  package;  (2)  the  name,  brand  or  trademark 
under  which  the  feed  is  sold;  (3)  name  and  address  of  the  manu- 
facturer or  importer;  (4)  the  minimum  percentages  of  (a)  crude 
protein  and  (b)  crude  fat,  and  the  maximum  percentage  of  (c) 
crude  fiber  contained  in  the  feed;  and  (5)  the  separate  ingredients 
of  which  the  feed  is  composed. 

While  the  law  requires  only  a  statement  of  the  items  enumerated 
above,  no  objection  will  be  raised  to  more  complete  statements  of 
chemical  composition. 

Affixing  tags.  The  use  of  wire  or  any  metal  in  affixing  tags  to 
feed  packages  is  prohibited  by  law.

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Registration  and  registration  fee.  The  law  requires  an  annual 
registration  of  all  concentrated  feeds  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in 
this  State.  Registrations  are  to  be  made  with  the  Connecticut 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  beginning  January  1,  1928, 
the  registration  period  is  for  the  duration  of  the  calendar  year. 
The  registration  fee  is  fifteen  dollars  ($15),  for  each  brand,  a 
distinct  brand  name  or  a  distinct  analysis  constituting  a  distinct 
brand. 

Duties  of  manufacturers,  jobbers  and  dealers.  All  concentrated 
commercial  feeding  stuffs  must  be  registered  annually  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  or  before  they  are  offered  for  sale. 

Manufacturers,  jobbers  or  individuals  shipping  feeds  into  Con- 
necticut will  be  expected  to  register  their  brands  and  pay  the 
neces'^ary  fees  thereon.  Connecticut  dealers  should  assure  them- 
selves that  the  brands  they  handle  are  properly  registered  and 
labelled.  In  case  the  manufacturer  or  jobber  outside  the  State 
neglects  or  refuses  to  register,  the  dealer  who  handles  such  feeds 
will  be  held  responsible  for  such  registrations,  registration  fees 
and  other  legal  requirements. 

Dealers  within  the  State  who  mix  their  own  brands  are  respon- 
sible for  the  registration  and  proper  labelling  thereof. 

Cottonseed  meal.  Cottonseed  meal  sold  as  a  fertilizer  is  required 
to  be  registered  under  the  terms  of  the  fertilizer  law ;  if  sold  also 
as  a  feeding  stuff  it  is  required  also  to  be  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  feed  law ;  if  sold  exclusively  for  one  or  the  other 
of  these  purposes,  it  may  be  registered  only  under  the  law  that 
applies. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS  USED  IN  AN  ANALYSIS  OF 
FEEDING  STUFF 

In  registering  feeding  stuffs  the  law  requires  that  the  minimum 
percentages  of  crude  protein  and  crude  fat,  and  the  maximum 
percentage  of  crude  fiber,  shall  be  given ;  that  is,  the  registrant 
must  guarantee  that  the  feeds  registered  will  contain  not  less  than 
the  stated  percentages  of  crude  protein  and  of  crude  fat  and  not 
more  than  the  stated  percentage  of  crude  fiber. 

The  term  crude  protein  denotes  those  nutrients  that  contain 
nitrogen,  and  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  percentage  of  total 
nitrogen  in  the  feed  by  the  factor  6.25. 

The  term  crude  fat  denotes  those  substances  that  are  soluble 
in  ether  and  includes,  besides  fat,  such  non-fatty  materials  as 
chlorophyll  and  coloring  matter. 

The  term  crude  fiber  denotes  the  coarse,  woody  tissues  charac- 
teristic of  all  forms  of  roughage  and  that  are  present  in  the  outer 
coats  of  cereal  and  other  fodder  grains. 
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Although  the  law  requires  only  a  statement  of  the  three  nutrients 
just  defined,  no  objection  is  taken  to  more  complete  statements  of 
composition,  but  such  further  statements,  if  given,  must  be  cor- 

'rect.  Thus,  tags  sometimes  bear  guaranties  for  nitrogen-free- 
extract  and  for  carbohydrates. 

'  The  term  nitro gen-free-extract  denotes  those  nutrients  of  the 
starch  and  the  sugar  types.  This  group  is  never  determined 
directly  but  is  obtained  by  subtracting  from  100  per  cent  the  sum 
of  the  percentages  of  moisture,  ash,  crude  protein,  crude  fiber 
and  crude  fat. 

The  term  carbohydrates  denotes  the  combined  percentages  of 
crude  fiber  and  nitrogen-free-extract.

INSPECTION 


For  the  calendar  year  1930  a  total  of  951  samples  of  feeding 
stuffs  and  related  materials  has  been  examined.  These  are  classi- 
fied as  follows: 

Concentrated  feeding  stuffs  678 

Miscellaneous  feeds  examined  for  individuals   43 

Feeds  examined  for  poisons,  etc 8 

Pasture  grass  samples  from  Storrs  station  192 

Check  samples  cottonseed  meal   30 

Total    951 

Results  of  analyses  of  samples  from  the  Storrs  station  are  not 
included  in  this  report. 

The  tabulated  summary  of  the  results  of  official  inspection.  Table 
la,  shows  that  of  the  678  official  samples  there  were  128  that 
failed  to  meet  guaranties  in  one  or  more  particulars.  Eighty-one 
per  cent  of  the  samples  examined  substantially  met  or  exceeded  the 
standard  of  composition  claimed  for  them.  This  figure  compares 
with  85  per  cent  found  last  year  and  78  per  cent  in  the  preceding 
year.  Of  a  total  of  2,034  separate  guaranties  (on  the  basis  of 
three  for  each  sample),  there  were  143  deficiencies  ;  the  percentage 
of  individual  guaranties  met  is  therefore  93  as  compared  with  94 
per  cent  last  year  and  92  per  cent  in  the  preceding  year.  Toler- 
ances of  0.75  per  cent  in  protein  and  fiber  and  of  0.25  per  cent  in 
crude  fat  have  been  allowed. 

It  is  illegal  to  affix  tags  to  feed  sacks  by  means  of  wire  or  other 
metallic  devices  and  no  instance  of  violation  of  this  requirement 
has  been  noted  in  the  last  two  years. 

In  general,  ingredients  claimed  in  declarations  upon  tags  or  in 
registration    statements   have   been   substantiated   by   microscopic 
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examinations.  No  evidence  of  deleterious  materials  or  of  serious 
contamination  with  weed  seed  was  discovered. 

In  Table  lb  deficiencies  in  guaranteed  nutrients  are  summar- 
ized. Such  a  compilation  based  upon  the  results  of  a  single  year 
may  not  be  an  altogether  reliable  index  to  the  care  and  control 
exercised  by  manufacturers  in  the  production  of  feeds,  nor  is  it  fair 
to  draw  final  conclusions  on  the  basis  of  one  or  two  samples, 
whether  the  results  are  excellent  or  poor;  but  over  a  period  of 
years  the  data  furnish  a  basis  for  some  conclusions  in  the  direction 
indicated  and,  with  suitable  reservations,  they  are  not  without 
interest  and  value. 

Analyses  of  official  samples  are  given  in  Table  I,  page  277. 

Unofficial  samples  are  tabulated  in  Table  II,  page  347.  These 
are  analyzed  gratuitously  for  purchasers  or  others  interested.  The 
articles  are  accepted  under  the  names  as  submitted  and  the  Station 
assumes  no  responsibility  except  for  the  analyses  of  the  samples  as 
received.

MISCELLANEOUS  MATERIALS 

Seven  samples  of  feeds  suspected  of  containing-  deleterious 
ingredients  were  submitted  by  purchasers,  but  our  examinations 
revealed  nothing-  that  would  substantiate  the  complaints  made. 

A  sample  of  convertor  material  used  in  a  process  for  treating- 
hay  (the  operation  being-  carried  out  in  specially  constructed 
"digestors")  was  submitted  bv  a  dairyman  who  had  used  the 
method  with  what  he  felt  were  favorable  results  with  cows.  Being 
unable  to  secure  more  of  the  convertor  mixture  he  submitted  a 
sample  to  the  laboratory  for  examination.  The  material  consisted 
of,  or  contained,  ground  malt,  fine  hay  salt,  molasses  and  anise. 
Dry  hay  was  stratified  with  this  mixture  in  the  digestor  and  then 
steamed,  the  hay  so  treated  being  fed  to  stock  in  the  moist 
condition.
